REMARKS 

The following remarks are made in response to the Office Action mailed December 
27, 2005. Claims 28 and 30 were rejected. Claims 1-13, 15-18, 20-22, 25-27, and 31 were 
allowed. With this Response, claim 28 has been canceled and claim 30 has been amended. 
Claims 1-13, 15-18, 20-22, 25-27, 30, and 31 remain pending in the application and are 
presented for reconsideration and allowance. 

Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 102 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 28 and 30 under 35 U.S.C. § 
102(b) as being anticipated by Andrews et al., U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 
2002/0003436 ("Andrews"). 

Claim 28 has been canceled. Claim 30 has been amended to further define patentably 
distinct and allowed claim 26. Accordingly, Applicant believes dependent claim 30 to be 
allowable over the cited reference. Allowance of claim 30 is respectfully requested. 

Allowable Sub ject Matter 

The Examiner allowed claims 1-13, 15-18, 20-22, 25-27, and 31.
